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Contribution to the Ichneumoninae 
(Hymenoptera, Ichneumonidae) of Southeastern Asia: 
1. Tribes Clypeodromini, Listrodromini, Goedartini, 
Compsophorini, and Platylabini

Abstract: In this publication, three collections of Oriental Ichneumoninae 
(Hymenoptera, Ichneumonidae) mainly from Laos, Vietnam and Taiwan have been 
studied. Distributional records of 40 species and subspecies belonging to the tribes 
Clypeodromini, Listrodromini, Goedartini, Compsophorini, and Platylabini are 
mentioned, one genus and 15 species and subspecies are described as new. 


New genus is: Paraplatylabus nov.gen. New species and subspecies are: Clypeodromus 
laoticus nov.sp., Clypeodromus rarus nov.sp., Anisobas kankoensis nov.ssp. laoticus, 
Listrodromus flavomaculatus nov.sp., Listrodromus propodealis nov.sp., Listrodromus 
propodealis nov.ssp. sabahensis, Habrojoppa vietnamensis nov.sp., Maraces 
flavobalteata nov.ssp. vietnamensis, Maraces rufothoracica nov.sp., Apaeleticus 
tonkinesis nov.sp., Asthenolabus vietnamensis nov.sp., Platylabus flagellator nov.sp., 
Platylabus rufomesonotator nov.sp., Paraplatylabus vietnamensis nov.sp., and 
Pristicerops rufithorax nov.sp. 


The hitherto unknown ọ is described for Listrodromus javae HEINRICH. For 
Charitojoppa gracilis HEINRICH, Platylabus septemcingulatus HEINRICH, Pristicerops 
principalis HEINRICH and Notoplatylabus birmanicus HEINRICH the unknown males are 
described.

Introduction 


The subfamily Ichneumoninae represents a very large group of Ichneumonidae 
(Hymenoptera) usually parasitizing Lepidoptera. Although this group includes many 
large and colourful species, taxonomical studies are still difficult to perform, even in 
better known areas such as Europe and North America. 


After sporadic descriptions of Oriental Ichneumoninae species by researchers such as P. 
Cameron and J. Tosquinet at the beginning of twentieth century, a more comprehensive 
analysis of the Ichneumoninae fauna from Southeast Asia had been published by G. 
Heinrich in several parts over many years (see references). In the last years, I was able to 
examine a large part of his collection that is now housed in the Zoologische Staats- 
sammlung in Munich. Together with his extensive publications on Oriental Ichneumoninae, 
this collection builds the foundation of the present study as well. 
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Up to now, about 640 species in almost 190 genera are listed for the Oriental region in 
recent catalogues (GUPTA 1987, GUPTA 1988, YU et al. 2005), but it is clear that many 
species are undescribed yet. 


Methods 


I had the opportunity to study two larger collections of Oriental Ichneumoninae housed 
in the Naturalis in Leiden/Netherlands (Leiden) and Biologiezentrum in Linz/Austria 
(Linz), mainly from Laos and Vietnam. Some material from the Zoologische Staats- 
sammlung Munich (ZSM) mainly from Taiwan and from my own collection of Oriental 
Ichneumonidae (Coll. Riedel) was included. The collections from these countries revealed 
many interesting and new taxa supplementing the findings of Heinrich who had mainly 
collected on Sulawesi (Indonesia) and in Myanmar. 


In this publication, I used the nomenclature proposed by HEINRICH (1966-1968) for body 
structures of the Ichneumoninae. 


Material and Results 


Tribe Cly peodromini 


Clypeodromus laoticus nov.sp.

Description: 








Q: Body length 5-6 mm. Flagellum slender and filiform, slightly thickened beyond mid- 
dle, with 25-26 flagellomeres, all longer than wide, first flagellomere (without anellus) 5- 
6 times, the second one 3.0-3,5 times as long as wide, preapical flagellomeres slightly 
longer than wide. Head transverse, almost smooth and strongly shining, temples strongly 
narrowed behind eyes, lateral ocelli about as long as their distance to the compound eye, 
epistoma with some scattered superficial puncture, clypeus very large, about 2.7 times as 
wide as long, its sides lamelliform protuding, the apical margin sharp, with a small me- 
dian indentation. Malar space about 0.3 times as long as the width of mandibular base, 
genal carina reaching the hypostomal one far from the mandibular base. Mandibles slen- 
der, with parallel sides, upper tooth much longer and stronger than the lower one. 


Mesosoma with scattered whitish hairs. Pronotum with distinct epomia and a longitudinal 
keel in the middle, shining, almost smooth, upper margin thickened. Notauli distinct in 
the frontal 0.2 of mesoscutum. Mesoscutum almost smooth, mesopleura almost smooth in 
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the upper half, with more or less distinct punctures or superficial striation in the lower 
part. Prepectal carina strong, with transverse ribs, speculum large, smooth and strongly 
shining, metapleura with scattered punctures, coxal carina strong and with transversal 
ribs. Scutellum moderately convex, wider than long, without lateral carinae, almost 
smooth and with longitudinal striation at the apex. Propodeum with complete carination, 
without distinct apophyses, spiracles roundish. Area superomedia heart-like shaped, 
transverse, costulae behind the middle, area posteromedia impressed centrally. Coxae 
with dense but superficial puncture, hind coxa without a scopa. Hind femur about 3.3 
times as long as high. All claws with 3-4 strong teeth. 


Areolet only slightly narrowed in front, minimal distance of intercubiti about 5-6 times 
their width, 2m-cu in the middle of areolet. Nervulus of front wing antefurcal, sometimes 
interstitial. 


Metasoma amblypygous. Postpetiole strongly widened to the apex, with more or less 
distinct dorsal carinae, middle field with irregular wrincles or punctures. Second tergite 
about 1.4 times as wide as long, gastrocoeli large and strongly impressed, thyridia very 
large, transverse, each about 2.0-2.5 times as wide as their interval (fig. 1), second tergite 
with strong longitudinal striation, the third tergite with more or less distinct striation in 
the basal part. Following tergites almost smooth and shining. Ovipositor sheaths thick- 
ened and short, not distinctly protruding beyond the metasomal apex. 


Colour black. Ivory are rings or stripes on flagellomeres 7/8-12, palps, mandibles, cly- 
peus and face (sometimes with blackish border and blackish lines between epistoma and 
facial orbits), orbits almost completely (with two interruptions at malar space and be- 
tween frontal orbits and vertex), upper margin and lower sides of pronotum, subalar 
ridge, central spot and upper hind edge of mesopleura, apical 2/3 of scutellum (centrally 
narrowed), posterolateral spots on postpetiole and tergites 2-3, large central spots on 
tergites 6-7 (rarely tergite 5 with small spot). Scapus reddish or yellowish beneath, front 
and middle coxae and trochanters yellowish. Legs otherwise reddish, hind coxa some- 
times slightly darkened, hind femur and tibia blackish at their apices, hind tibia some- 
times yellowish-red, hind tarsi blackish. Pterostigma brown. 


3: Body length 4.5-5 mm. Flagellum with 25-27 flagellomeres, tyloids on flagellomeres 
9/10-14, oval, maximally 0,5 times as long as their segment. Mesoscutum and meso- 
pleura in the upper half with more or less distinct but scattered puncture. Structural fea- 
tures otherwise similar to the female. 


Colour: Flagellum black, scapus yellowish beneath, tergite 6 without ivory spot, at most 
with narrow ivory hind margin, parameres ivory, coloration otherwise as in the female. 


Clypeodromus rarus nov.sp. 


Holotypus (¢): Laos, Phongsaly pr. Phongsaly env., ca. 1500 m, N21°41’ E102°06', 
Pacholatko lg, 06/2003 (Linz).

Description: 





Q: Body length about 5 mm. Structure and coloration resembling Clypeodromus laoticus 
nov. spec. The taxon differs by the following features: flagellum with 27 flagellomeres, 
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mesoscutum and upper part of mesopleura with scattered punctures, lower part of meso- 
pleura with longitudinal and coarse rugulo-striation, scutellum with lateral carina in the 
basal 0.3. Hind femur about 3.1 times as long as wide, hind coxa with small puncture, 
hind femur almost smooth. Nervulus of front wing interstitial or postfurcal. Median field 
of postpetiole with longitudinal striation, second tergite 1.2 times as wide as long, tergite 
3 with longitudinal striation only in the basal 0.2 (fig. 2), metasoma with long projecting 
hairs (about as long as the second segment of hind tarsus). 


Ivory coloration more extended than in CI. /aoticus nov.sp.: flagellomeres 6-11 ivory, 
additionally two longitudinal stripes on mesoscutum, scutellum completely, spots of 
metapleura and areae posteroexternae and posteromedia completely. All tergites with 
ivory apical bands, bands of tergites 2 and 3 narrowed in the middle and interrupted on 
tergite 4, tergite 7 completely ivory. Hind coxa black, with ivory spots dorsally and 
apically. Apical segment of front and middle tarsi and segments 3-5 of hind tarsi 
darkened. 


3: Body length about 5 mm. Flagellum with 27 flagellomeres, tyloids on segments 9-16. 
Scutellum with lateral carinae on the basal 0,3-0,5, with more or less distinct punctures, 
lower part of mesopleura with coarse striation. Tergites 3 and 4 with very scattered but 
distinct punctures. 


Coloration less extended than in the female: stripes on mesoscutum present or absent, 
areae posteroexternae with smaller spots, area posteromedia black, hind coxa black, with 
dorsal ivory spot, metasoma with ivory hind margin of postpetiole, posterolateral spots 
on tergites 2 and 3, and very narrow apical margin of tergite 6. Tergite 7 completely 


ivory.

Tribe Listrodromini 


Anisobas kankoensis (UCHIDA 1932) nov.ssp. laoticus 


Holotypus (9): Laos, Phongsaly prov., 21°42-2’N 102°06-8°E, Phongsaly env., ca. 1500 m, 
28.v.-20.vi.2003, Jendek & Sausa leg. (Linz). 
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The available specimen resembles Anisobas kankoensis UCHIDA as redescribed by Hein- 
rich (1975), but differs in a few details: first flagellomere about 3.8 times as long as 
wide, the longitudinal keel of the pronotum very distinct, propodeum black, without 
ivory spots. 

In my opinion, these differences do not verify a distinct species, and I would propose this 
taxon as a new subspecies. 


Listrodromus crassipes (CAMERON 1907)

Redescription of 9: 


Body length 7-8 mm. Flagellum short, filiform, with 21-23 flagellomeres, first flagel- 
lomere (without anellus) 2.2-2.5 times, the second one 2.5 times as long as wide, preapi- 
cal flagellomeres almost square. Frons and vertex with small scattered puncture, gena 
almost smooth and strongly shining, face and clypeus with small dense puncture. Malar 
space 1.6 times as long as the width of the mandibular base. Mesosoma shining, with 
whitish hairs. Pronotum smooth, with small ribs on hind margin, upper margin thickened. 
Notauli distinct on anterior margin, mesoscutum with dense puncture in the anterior 4/5, 
smooth and shining behind, Mesopleura with dense puncture, sometimes with longitudi- 
nal striae, speculum smooth. Prepectal and coxal carinae strong, with transversal ribs, 
metapleura with coarse and dense puncture. Scutellum moderately elevated, slightly 
transverse, with lateral carinae in the basal 0,8, almost smooth. Propodeum with com- 
plete carination and coarse puncture, spiracles oval (index 2.0). Coxae with dense punc- 
ture, hind coxa without scopa. Hind femur about 3.2-3.4 times as long as high. All claws 
with strong teeth. 


Areolet narrowed in front, minimal distance of intercubiti about 3-4 times their width, 
2m-cu before or in the middle of areolet. Nervulus of front wing interstitial. 


Metasoma amblypygous. Postpetiole moderately widened to the apex, without distinct 
dorsal carinae, almost smooth with coarse but scattered puncture. Second tergite 0.65-0.7 
times as long as wide, gastrocoeli and thyridia transverse, each thyridium 0.8-1.0 times 
as wide as their interval, third tergite transverse, 0.5-0.6 as long as wide, second and 
third tergites with coarse and dense, sometimes striate rugulo-puncture, smooth in the 
apical 0.1-0.2, following tergites smooth and shining. 


Colour black. Flagellum yellowish beneath and reddish above. Ivory or yellowish are 
mandibular base, face and clypeus except a dark central stripe, frontal orbits, stripe on 
outer orbits, scape, upper margin of pronotum, subalar ridge, scutellum, sometimes 
postscutellum, apical band of postpetiole, apical bands or dorsolateral spots of tergites 2 
and 3, transversal spots on tergites 4-7, front and middle coxae and trochanters, and 
dorsal spot on hind coxa. Hind coxa otherwise and hind trochanter black, legs red or 
reddish-brown, hind femur and tibia black basally and apically, hind tiba yellowish cen- 
trally, hind tarsi black. Pterostigma dark brown. 


Distribution: Known from China, India and Indonesia, new reports for Malaysia and 
Vietnam. 
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Listrodromus flavomaculatus nov.sp. 


Holotypus (¢): Malaysia, Pahang, 30 km NE of Raub, ca 300m, Lata Lembik, 3°56’N 
101°38’E, iv-v.2002, ET, E. Jendek & O. Sausa leg. (Linz). 


Description: 


Body length 8 mm. Flagellum short, filiform, with 18 flagellomeres, first flagellomere 
(without anellus) only 1.5 times, the second one 1.7 times as long as wide, preapical 
flagellomeres square. 


Frons, vertex and gena almost smooth and strongly shining, face and clypeus with small 
dense puncture. Malar space 1.1 times as long as the width of the mandibular base. 


Mesosoma shining, with whitish hairs. Pronotum smooth, with small ribs on hind margin, 
upper margin thickened. Notauli indistinct, mesoscutum with dense puncture in the ante- 
rior 4/5, smooth and shining behind. Mesopleura with dense puncture, speculum very 
large, smooth. Prepectal and coxal carinae strong, with transversal ribs, metapleura with 
coarse and dense puncture. Scutellum moderately elevated, transverse, with complete 
lateral carinae, almost smooth. Propodeum with complete carination and coarse puncture, 
spiracles almost round. Coxae with dense punctation, hind coxa without scopa. Femur III 
club-shaped, about 2.9 times as long as high. All claws with strong teeth. 


Areolet slightly narrowed in front, minimal distance of intercubiti about 4-5 times their 
width, 2m-cu reaching the areolet before its middle. Nervulus of front wing antefurcal. 


Metasoma amblypygous. Postpetiole moderately widened to the apex, without distinct 
dorsal carinae, almost smooth with coarse but scattered puncture. Second tergite 0.8 
times as long as wide, gastrocoeli and thyridia transverse, each thyridium about 0.8 times 
as wide as their interval. Second tergite with coarse and dense puncture, smooth in the 
apical 0.1, third tergite with dense puncture, smooth in the apical 0.25. Following tergites 
smooth and shining. 


Colour dark brown. Yellowish are mandibular base, face and clypeus except a brown 
central spot on clypeus, frontal orbits, orbits on vertex and gena, scape, collare, ventral 
sides and upper margin of pronotum, two hook-like longitudinal stripes on mesoscutum 
which are confluent in the apical fourth, subalar ridge, scutellum and postscutellum, 
carinal triangle and metapleura dorsal of coxal carina, areae superoexternae and denti- 
parae of propodeum, tergite 1 completely, posterolateral spots on tergite 2, apical band 
on tergite 3, small anal marks on tergites 4,6, and 7, front and middle coxae and trochan- 
ters and dorsal spot on hind coxa. Hind coxa brown. Legs reddish-brown otherwise, with 
yellow spots on the apex of front and middle femur, and yellow subbasal rings or stripes 
of all tibiae. Hind femur reddish-brown, blackish basally and apically, hind trochanter 
black. Pterostigma yellowish-brown with dark base.

Listrodromus propodealis nov.sp. 


Holotypus (ọ): Malaysia, Pahang, 30 km NE of Raub, ca 300m, Lata Lembik, 3°56'N

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Description: 


Body length 7.5-8 mm. Flagellum short, filiform, slightly thickened beyond middle, with 
19-20 flagellomeres, first flagellomere (without anellus) about 2.2 times, the second one 
2.5 times as long as wide, preapical flagellomeres square. Vertex and gena almost 
smooth and strongly shining, face and clypeus with small dense puncture, frons with 
scattered puncture. Malar space 1.5 times as long as the width of the mandibular base. 


Mesosoma shining, with whitish hairs. Pronotum smooth, with small ribs on hind margin, 
upper margin thickened. Notauli distinct only on the anterior border, mesoscutum with 
dense puncture in the anterior 2/3, smooth and shining behind, mesopleura with dense 
puncture, speculum very large, smooth. Prepectal and coxal carinae strong, metapleura 
with coarse rugulo-puncture. Scutellum moderately elevated, transverse, with complete 
lateral carinae, almost smooth. Propodeum with complete carination, spiracles oval (in- 
dex about 2.0). Area superomedia and areae superoexternae almost smooth, propodeum 
with coarse punctation elsewhere. Coxae with dense puncture, hind coxa without scopa. 
Hind femur club-shaped, about 3.0 times as long as high. All claws with strong teeth. 


Areolet slightly narrowed in front, minimal distance of intercubiti about 4-5 times their 
width, 2m-cu reaching areolet before its middle. Nervulus of front wing interstitial. 


Metasoma amblypygous. Postpetiole moderately widened to the apex, without distinct 
dorsal carinae, almost smooth with very scattered puncture. Second tergite 0.9 times as 
long as wide, gastrocoeli almost square, thyridia small, transverse, each about 0.8-1.0 
times as wide as their interval, second tergite with coarse puncture, puncture on the third 
tergite in the basal half or 2/3, apical part and following tergites smooth and shining. 


Colour black. Ivory are mandibular base, face and clypeus except a black longitudinal 
stripe in the middle, frontal orbits, wide orbits on vertex and gena, scape, upper margin 
of pronotum, subalar ridge, mesopleura in front of the prepectal carina and on upper hind 
edge, two small spots on mesoscutum, scutellum and postscutellum, tergite 1 completely, 
apical bands on tergites 2 and 3 (interrupted centrally on the second), anal marks on 
tergites 6-7 or 7, front and middle coxae and trochanters, dorsal spot on hind coxa. Legs 
yellowish-red, hind coxa black, hind femur red, hind tibia yellow, both blackish basally 
and apically, hind tarsi darkened. Propodeum except the metapleura reddish, flagellum 
reddish-brown, pterostigma yellow with dark base.

Listrodromus propodealis nov.ssp. sabahensis 


Holotypus (9): Malaysia - SW Sabah, nr Long Pa Sa (West), c. 1010 m, 1-14.iv.1987, Mal. 
traps 1, RMNH ‘87, C. Van Achterberg (Leiden). 

Description Q: 

Body length 8.5 mm. Structure and coloration almost similar to Listrodromus propodealis 
nov. spec. The specimen from Sabah differs in few details only: Beside its larger size the 
coloration is yellowish and not ivory, the dark color of head and metasoma is dark brown 
and not blackish, clypeus and tergite 6 have no yellowish or ivory coloration, and the 
propodeum is blackish with a diffuse dark reddish-brown tint. 


Although I propose this taxon as a subspecies of Listrodromus propodealis, it might be a 
different, but closely related species. For a detailed analysis more material, especially of 
males, has to be studied in the future. 
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Listrodromus javae HEINRICH 1975, new 9

Description: 


Body length 7.5 mm. Flagellum short, filiform, somewhat thickened beyond middle, with 
20 flagellomeres, first flagellomere (without anellus) about 3.2-3.5 times as long as wide, 
preapical flagellomeres square. Frons, vertex and gena almost smooth and strongly shin- 
ing, face and clypeus with small scattered puncture, clypeus almost smooth apically. 
Malar space almost 2 times as long as the width of mandibular base. 


Mesosoma shining. Pronotum punctured in front and smooth behind the distinct epomia, 
upper margin thickened, with scattered puncture. Notauli distinct on the anterior border, 
mesoscutum with puncture in the anterior third, otherwise smooth and shining, Meso- 
pleura and metapleura with dense puncture or puncture-striation, speculum very large, 
smooth. Prepectal and coxal carinae strong, with transverse ribs, sternauli impressed in 
the anterior third of mesopleura. Scutellum moderately elevated, transverse, with lateral 
carinae in the basal 0.8, with scattered puncture. Propodeum with complete carination, 
spiracles oval (index about 1.5). Area superomedia and areae superoexternae smooth, 
propodeum with strong puncture elsewhere. Coxae with dense puncture, hind coxa with- 
out scopa. Hind femur club-shaped, about 3.1 times as long as high. All claws with 4-5 
strong teeth. 


Areolet slightly narrowed in front, minimal distance of intercubiti about 4-5 times their 
width, 2m-cu reaching the areolet before its middle. Nervulus of front wing interstitial. 


Metasoma amblypygous. Postpetiole moderately widened to the apex, without distinct 
dorsal carinae and with scattered puncture. Second tergite elongate, about 1.2-1.3 times 
as long as wide, third tergite almost square, gastrocoeli square, thyridia small, transverse, 
each about 0.6-0.7 times as wide as their interval (fig. 3), second tergite with coarse 
puncture in the basal half and very fine and scattered puncture in the apical one. Third 
and fourth tergites with scattered puncture basally, otherwise like the following tergites 
smooth and shining. 


Colour black. Yellowish are face (except a black longitudinal stripe in the middle), fron- 
tal orbits, large spot on the upper outer orbit, scape beneath, upper margin of pronotum, 
subalar ridge, base of wings, scutellum, often postscutellum, dorsolateral spots on post- 
petiolus and tergite 2, apical band of third tergite, apical spots on tergites 4-7, front and 
middle coxae and trochanters, dorsal and ventral spots on hind coxa. Legs and tergites 1 
and 2 red. 


Taxonomical remark: The taxon has been described from Java by HEINRICH (1934: 243) 
as the male of Listrodromus simplex, but was renamed as L. javae in a subsequent publi- 
cation (HEINRICH 1975: 459). I was not able to study the type material, but the charac- 
teristic coloration and structure, especially the very long malar space and second tergite, 
convinced me that the above described females belong to this particular species.

The available male has a body length of 11 mm and 42 flagellomeres, otherwise it re- 
sembles the description of HEINRICH (1975). 


Distribution: Widespread in Southern and Southeast Asia, new record for 
Thailand. 
Compsophorus cf. effigialis (HEINRICH 1975) 


M ater ia l: Laos South, Ban Houaykong, 1 9 18-30.iv.1999, leg. O. Sausa (Linz). 
The specimen at hand runs to Xenojoppa (recte Compsophorus) effigialis HEINRICH in 
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his key for the known Xenojoppa-species (HEINRICH 1975). However, since all known 
species show only slight differences in morphological details and coloration as well 
(HEINRICH 1975), more material would be necessary for a better knowledge of the limi- 
tations of the Oriental species.

Charitojoppa gracilis HEINRICH 1975, new 3

3: Body length 11 mm. Flagellum with 35 flagellomeres, without tyloids and with an 

ivory stripe on flagellomeres 9-22. Hind femur about 4.1 times as long as high, 

yellowish-brown and darkened in the apical 0.25. Scutellum with two sublateral 

longitudinal ridges forming a tongue-like central prominence. Structure and coloration 

otherwise as described for the female (HEINRICH 1975: 483-484). 


This male resembles the one of Ch. coerula (CAMERON), but differs by its less slender 
hind femur (5.1 times as long as high in Ch. coerula, see fig. 6) without a sharp border 
between the light base and dark apex (fig. 5) and the form of the scutellum (in Ch. 
coerulea with a tooth-like prominence centrally). 


Habrojoppa vietnamensis nov.sp. 


Holotypus (8): N Vietnam, Viet Try nr. Thanh Son, Thuong Cuu, 20°59°N 105°8°E, 350-400 
m, 11-16.x.1999, Malaise traps, leg. R. de Vries, RMNH’99" (Leiden). 


Description: 


Body length 11.5 mm. Flagellum bristle-shaped, more than 34 flagellomeres (tips broken 
off), first flagellomere (without anellus) about 3.4 times, the second 2.7 times as long as 
wide, no tyloids visible. Temples long, parallel behind the eyes, slightly narrowed be- 
hind, frons smooth and shining, face, clypeus and genae with rather dense and fine 
puncture, head covered with long whitish hairs. Ocelli very small, diameter of lateral 
ocelli about 0.5 times their distance to compound eyes. Malar space long, about 1.3 times 
as long as width of mandibular base. 


Mesosoma with long whitish hairs. Epomia distinct, sides of pronotum with dense coarse 
puncture, hind edge with rib-like striation, mesoscutum with very coarse and worm-like 
wrinkles. Mesopleura and metapleura with strong longitudinal punctulo-striation, specu- 
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lum smooth, coxal carina lacking. Scutellum transverse, elevated but not pointed in the 
center, lateral carinae in the basal 0.7, with dense puncture and long erected whitish 
hairs. Area superomedia longer than wide, almost oval, with a fine longitudinal carina in 
the center. Hind femur about 4.8 times as long as high. 


Areolet narrowed in front, intercubiti distance about 1 times their width, 2 m-cu sinus- 
like curved outwards posteriorly. Nervulus distinctly postfurcal. Nervellus in hind wing 
strongly reclivous. 


Colour metallic blue. Flagellum blackish. Ivory are stripes or rings on flagellomeres 13- 
17, mandibles except teeth, wide facial orbits and sides of clypeus, narrow frontal orbits, 
spot on tegulae, apical 2/3 of scutellum, apical bands on postpetiole and tergite 2, wide 
apical margins of tergites 5-7, front and middle coxae and trochanters on their frontal 
side, sternite 2 centrally and apically, narrow apical margins of the following sternites. 
Third tergite with narrow reddish hind margin, Front and middle legs yellowish-red, hind 
legs black, hind trochantellus reddish. Wings somewhat darkened, pterostigma black. 


The ọ is unknown. 


Taxonomical remarks: The species is closely related to Habrojoppa 
maculipes CAMERON 1903, but differs by its black hind legs without ivory coloration of 
hind tibia and tarsus and the ivory stripe on the flagellum.

The available male differs from the redescription of Maraces flavobalteata published by 
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HEINRICH (1974: 503-505) by some minor structural and colour features: body length 11 
mm, flagellum with 31 flagellomeres. Basal 7 or 8 flagellomeres reddish-brown below, 
flagellum otherwise black, without ivory stripe or ring. Hind tibia blackish in the basal 
0.2 and the apical 0.3, with a yellowish ring subbasally, hind tarsus completely black. 
Otherwise as described for Maraces flavobalteata CAMERON. 


Taxonomical remarks: Maraces flavobalteata CAMERON seems to be a 
widespread taxon in the Oriental regions showing many colour-forms and/or subspecies. 
Therefore, the variation and limitation of these forms should be analyzed with more 
material from different locations.

Body length 14-15 mm. Flagellum long, with 34 flagellomeres. Apical margin of clypeus 
slightly bilobed. Distance of lateral ocelli from eyes 1.9 times their diameter. Hind femur 
somewhat club-shaped, 4.9 times as long as high. Structure otherwise as described for 
Maraces (HEINRICH 1974: 500-502). 


Colour: Scape and basal 7-9 flagellomeres yellowish-red, flagellum otherwise black, 
without ivory stripes or rings. Face, clypeus, mandibles, palps, genae and wide frontal 
orbits ivory, temples and occiput reddish-brown, frons centrally and ocellar area dark 
brown to black (fig. 4). Mesosoma reddish-brown, black are mesosternum and apical 
parts of the propodeum. Ivory are spots on propleura, collare, anterior border and upper 
margin of pronotum, subalar ridge, complete longitudinal band of lower mesopleurum, 
two indistinct spots on mesoscutum (sometimes lacking), metapleural part above the 
coxal carina. hind margin of scutellum, small marks on dentiparal area of propodeum. 


Legs brownish-black. Ivory are front and middle coxae, trochanters and trochantelli, 
anterior side of front and middle legs, hind coxa below on the apex, hind trochantellus, 
hind tibia in the subbasal 2/3. Pterostigme black. 


Q unknown. 


Pseudomaraces birmanicus HEINRICH 1975

Distribution: Known from Myanmar, new records for Laos and Malaysia. 
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Tribe Platylabini 


Apaeleticus tonkinensis nov.sp. 


Holotypus (¢): NW Vietnam: Tonkin, Hoang Lien N.R. 15 km SW Sa Pa, c 1900 m, 15- 
21.x.1999, Malaise traps, C. Van Achterberg, RMNH `99" (Leiden). 


Description: 


Body length 5 mm. Flagellum long, almost filiform, with 35 flagellomeres, slightly 
attenuated beyond middle, but all flagellomeres longer than wide, first flagellomere 
(without anellus) about 3.7 times as long as wide. Temples very strongly narrowed 
behind the eyes. Lateral ocelli about as long as their distance to the compound eyes. 
Vertex with dense puncture, frons and face with dense transverse punctulo-striation, 
clypeus distinctly convex, with scattered puncture and shining. Genae narrow, from 
lateral view at most 0.35 times as wide as the eyes, genal carina reaches mandibular base, 
malar space about 1.2 times as long as the width of mandibular base. 


Mesoscutum with dense coarse rugulo-puncture, mesopleura densely punctured, sternauli 
distinctly impressed and with small transversal ribs in the anterior 2/3. Metapleura with 
coarse cellular rugosity, coxal carina distinct. Scutellum moderately elevated, with strong 
complete lateral carina and dense puncture. Spiracles of propodeum roundish, index 
about 1.3. Area superomedia heart-like shaped, about as long as wide, costulae in the 
middle, area posteromedia impressed and with coarse transverse wrinkles. Coxae and 
femora with small dense puncture, hind coxa without scopa, hind femur about 3.5 times 
as long as high. 


Metasoma amblypygous, postpetiole only a little widened, without dorsal carinae, with 
strong puncture. Second tergite 0.85 times as long as wide, gastrocoeli lacking, thyridia 
transverse, each about as wide as their interval, second and third tergites with very dense 
puncture, matte, fourth tergite with superficial puncture, more or less shining, tergites 6 
and 7 with long hairs at hind margins (about as long as the width of the hind metatarsus). 


Colour: black. Ivory are stripes or rings on flagellomeres 7-11, palps, facial and frontal 
orbits, anterior and upper margin of pronotum, subalar ridge, central spot of scutellum. 
Front and middle coxae and apical segments of all tarsi brownish, hind coxa and tro- 
chanter black, legs otherwise reddish, hind femur and tibia black in the apical third. 
Metasoma black, tergites 2-3 with reddish apical margins, tergites 4-7 with narrow whi- 
tish hind margins. Pterostigma dark brown. 


Taxonomical remark: This Oriental species resembles the Palaearctic 
Apaeleticus mesostictus (GRAVENHORST), but differs by its coloration, especially the 
ivory orbits. 


Asthenolabus major HEINRICH 1974

Description: 


Body length 10 mm. Flagellum very long and slender, longer than body, with 36 flagel- 
lomeres, first flagellomere (without anellus) about 4 times as long as wide, no tyloids 
visible. Temples strongly narrowd behind the eyes. Lateral ocelli about as long 0.9 as 
their distance to the eyes, head with dense puncture. Malar space 0.7 times as long as the 
width of the mandibular base. Hypostomal carina slightly raised. 


Mesosoma matte, mesoscutum and mesopleura densely rugulo-punctured, matte, coxal 
carina indistinct, scutellum only slightly elevated, longer than wide, lateral carinae in the 
basal 0,7. Propodeum sloping to the apex, no clear differentiation between horizontal and 
apical areas, finely rugose, without apophyses, spiracles elongate (index about 4.0). Area 
superomedia horseshoe-shaped, longer than wide, without costulae. 


Hind femur slender, about 5.0 times as long as high, with superficial dense puncture. 
Postpetiole slightly widened, with more or less distinct dorsal carinae, median field 
finely granulated, more or less shining. Second tergite long, 1.2 times as long as wide, 
gastrocoeli indistinct, thyridia small, oblique, each about 0.8 times as wide as their inter- 
val, second and third tergites granulate and matte. 


Colour black. Ivory are stripes or rings on flagellomeres 13-17/18, face, clypeus (except 
the darkend apical margin), palps, frontal orbits, stripes on outer orbits, scape beneath, 
anterior and upper margins of pronotum, subalar ridge, spot on tegulae, scutellum and 
postscutellum, front and middle coxae and front trochanters anteriorly, segments 1-4 of 
hind tarsi. First tergite completely, and tergites 2 and 3 in the anterior half black, tergites 
otherwise reddish-brown, with diffuse paler reddish-yellow colour laterally. Coxae and 
trochanters black, legs otherwise reddish-brown, all femora with blackish stripes dor- 
sally, hind femora and tibiae black apically, front and middle tarsi and fifth segment of 
hind tarsi black. Pterostigma black. 


Q unkown. 


Taxonomical remark: The above mentioned specimen shows the typical 
features for the genus Asthenolabus and is decribed as new in this paper, but might be- 
long to one of the described females (see HEINRICH 1974). However, more material of 
both sexes is necessary to make a clear decision. 


Cratolabus formosanus (UCHIDA 1932)

The available specimens resemble mainly the redescription published by HEINRICH 
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(1974: 163-164), but differ by the following features: flagellum with only 30-32 flagel- 
lomeres, second segment of maxillary palps egg-like swollen, about 1.8 times as long as 
wide (less distinct in the Vietnamese and Taiwanese species), spiracles of propodeum 
about 2 times as long as wide. Whitish stripe on flagellomeres 8-12, clypeus with a dif- 
fuse yellowish spot centrally and yellowish sides, hind tarsus completely black in the 
Tawainese material, in the Laotic specimen metatarsus ivory, with narrowly darkened 
apex and with segments 2-5 of hind tarsus black, in the Vietnamese specimens segments 
1-4 of tarsus III ivory. 


Taxonomical remark: The swollen second segment of maxillary palps has 
been described as a typical feature for the genera Cratolabus HEINRICH 1974 and 
Cratolaboides TERESHKIN 2009 as well. The differences of both genera published by 
TERESHKIN (2009) might be of specific nature only. However, more material should be 
examined to establish a possible synonymy of the mentioned genera. 


Distribution: Known from China, India and Myanmar, new record for Laos and 
Vietnam.

Distribution: Known from India and Myanmar, new record for Laos. 


Hypomecus quadriannulatus (GRAVENHORST 1829)

121°10’E, 2200 m, 1¢ 9-11.xi.2002, leg. W. Schacht et. al. (ZSM). 


Distribution: Widespread in the Holarctic region, known from India and 
Myanmar, new record for Taiwan. 





Lamprojoppa fuscinerva CAMERON 1901

Description: 





Body length 12-16 mm. Flagellum with 42 (specimen from Nepal) or 45 (specimen from 
Vietnam) flagellomeres, completely black, without whitish ring, first flagellomere about 
3.5 to 3.9 times longer than wide, the 14th or 16th flagellomere square. Area superome- 
dia about 1.3 times as long as wide. Ivory are the orbits beneath the flagellar scrobes, 
longitudinal stripe at malar space, apical spot of femora I and tibia I anterior. Otherwise 
as described for Lamprojoppa caerula CAMERON (TERESHKIN 2009: 1512-1513). 
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Distribution: Known from India and Myanmar, new records for Nepal and 
Vietnam. 


Taxonomical remark: The available specimens differ from Lamprojoppa caerula 
CAMERON by their black flagellum and slenderer first flagellomere. The black flagellum 
had also been noted for Lamprojoppa fuscinerva CAMERON by HEINRICH (1974: 10). 
However, the ivory pattern on the orbits is more extensive than in the type specimen 
(HEINRICH 1974: 10, the type could not been studied by me). According to HEINRICH 
(1974: 113) this group of large, blue-metallic coloured Platylabini contains several 
closely related species that have not been studied in detail yet. Therefore, it might be 
possible that these specimens belong to undescribed taxa of Lamprojoppa. 


Notoplatylabus birmanicus HEINRICH 1974, new 3

Description ofé: 





Small, body length 4.5-5 mm. Flagellum with 31 flagellomeres, tyloids on flagellomeres 
7-18, anellus swollen, genal carina in the lower part with an rounded indentation, struc- 
ture otherwise very similar to the female. Black. Palpi, scapus, apophyses and areae 
posteroexternae reddish (ivory in the Vietnamese specimen). Ivory are clypeus, collare, 
lower and hind edge of pronotum, subalar ridge, usually scutellum centrally, tergites 6 
and 7. Legs including coxae and trochanters reddish, hind femora and tibiae darkened 
apically, hind tarsi black. Pterostigma brown. 


Distribution: Widespread in Southeast Asia, new records for Indonesia, Laos, 
Taiwan and Vietnam. 


Pachyjoppa tibialis CAMERON 1901

Distribution: Known from India and Myanmar, new record for Vietnam.

Distribution: Known from India and Myanmar, new record for Laos and Vietnam. 
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Platylabus basicinctus HEINRICH 1974

15-21.x.1999, Malaise traps, C. Van Achterberg, RMNH `99 (Leiden). 


Distribution: Only known from Myanmar, new record for Vietnam. 


Platylabus flagellator nov.sp. 


Holotypus (ọ): N. Vietnam: Vinh Phuc Tan Dao N.P., c. 1000 m, 15.iv.2001, R. de Vries 
RMNH’01" (Leiden). 


Description: 


Body length 9 mm. Flagellum long and slender, bristle-shaped, with 34 flagellomeres, all 
flagellomeres much longer than wide, first flagellomere (without anellus) about 5.2 times 
as long as wide. Temples strongly narrowd behind the eyes. Ocelli large, the lateral ones 
about 1.3 times as long as their distance to the eyes, frons with fine puncture medially, its 
sides almost smooth, face with longitudinal puncture-striation, matte, clypeus with dense 
puncture and almost shining. Malar space 0.5 times as long as the width of the mandibu- 
lar base. 


Mesoscutum, mesopleura including the speculum and metapleura densely and finely 
punctured, more or less shining, coxal carina only distinct in its apical third. Scutellum 
distinctly elevated, about as long as wide, with strong lateral carinae, confluent as a 
transverse keel in the center. Propodeum punctured, without apophyses, its spiracles 
long-oval (index about 2.5). Area superomedia horseshoe-shaped, a little wider than 
long, costulae lacking,area posteromedia with transverse wrinkles. Coxae with dense 
puncture, hind coxa without scopa. Hind femur about 4 times as long as high, with super- 
ficial dense puncture. 


Metasoma amblypygous, postpetiole moderately widened, with indistinct dorsal carinae, 
median field with fine puncture-striation. Second tergite 0.95 times as long as wide, 
gastrocoeli slightly impressed, thyridia large, oblique, each about 1.8 times as wide as 
their interval, second and third tergites densely and finely rugulo-punctured, matte, fol- 
lowing tergites granulated and more or less shining. 


Colour black. Ivory are stripes or rings on flagellomeres 6-13, mandibles, palps, facial 
and frontal orbits up to vertex, sides of clypeus, stripe on outer orbits, anterior and upper 
margin of pronotum, subalar ridge, two longitudinal stripes of mesoscutum, a vertical 
stripe anterior to prepectal carina, upper hind edge and large spot of mesopleura beneath 
the speculum, scutellum and postscutellum, hind third of propodeum (except area pos- 
teromedia), hind margin of postpetiole, front and middle coxae and trochanters and dor- 
soanterior spot of hind coxa. Red are hind coxa, legs, frontal sides of propodeum, tergites 
1-3 and apical bands on tergites 4-5. Hind femora dark reddish-brown, hind tibiae in the 
apical half and apical segments of all tarsi black. Pterostigma black. 

3 unknown. 

Taxonomical remark: This new taxon is the only one from the Oriental 
region with mainly black mesosoma and more or less reddish metasoma as found in some 


Palaearctic species. It resembles the Palaearctic Platylabus rufus WESMAEL, but differs 
by its slender flagellum and the extensive ivory marks of head and mesosoma. 
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Platylabus lieftincki HEINRICH 1934 


Material: Laos, Phongsaly province, 21°41-2'N 102°06-8’E, Phongsaly environment, ca 1500 
m, 1d 28.v.-20.vi.2003, Vit Kuban leg. (Linz), Malaysia: Pahang Cameron Highlands, 4°28’S 
101°23’E, 18 30.iii.2003, leg. Riha (Linz), NEPAL: Ting-Sang-La, 3800 m, 1 9 5.v.1962, leg. G. 
Ebert & H. Falkner (ZSM). 

Flagellum with 33-34 flagellomeres, without tyloids. Hind femora about 4.1 times as 

long as high, areolet rhomboid, narrowly stalked or pointed anteriorly. Second tergite 

about 1.05 times as long as wide, with very dense puncture and concentric rugosity in the 
basal third. Thyridia almost transverse, each of them about 0,8 times as wide as their 
interval. 


The male from Malaysia is different from the redescription given by HEINRICH (1974: 
127-128) and also from the typical specimen from Laos by ivory stripes or rings on 
flagellomeres 9-15 and completely black middle coxa. 


Distribution: Known from Java and Myanmar, new records for Malaysia and 
Laos. 


Platylabus rufomesonotator nov.sp. 


Holotypus (Q): Taiwan, Prov. Nanton, Tsuifeng, 2200 m, 24°03°34 N 121°1145 E, leg. 
12.05.2001, K. Schénitzer (ZSM). 


Description: 





Body length 8 mm. Flagellum long and slender, bristle-shaped, with 33 flagellomeres, all 
flagellomeres much longer than wide, first flagellomere (without anellus) about 5.0 times 
as long as wide. First and seconde flagellomeres together 1.1 times as long as the eye. 
Temples strongly narrowd behind the eyes. Ocelli moderately large, the lateral ones 
about 1.0 times as long as their distance to the eyes, frons with fine transverse rugulae 
above, its lower part smooth, face with longitudinal puncture-striation, matte, clypeus 
with dense puncture and almost shining. Malar space 1,0 times as long as the width of 
the mandibular base. Hypostomal carina not elevated. 


Mesoscutum densely punctured, anterior part of middle field with granulation, otherwise 
smooth, mesopleura and metapleura very densely punctured, more or less shining, coxal 
carina distinct. Scutellum distinctly elevated, slightly wider than long, with strong lateral 
carinae to the apex. Propodeum punctured, without apophyses, its spiracles long-oval 
(index about 3). Area superomedia hexagonal, a little wider than long, with some coarse 
rugae, costulae indistinct, in the middle, area posteromedia with coarse irregular rugae. 
Coxae with dense puncture, hind coxa without scopa. Hind femur slender, about 5.3 
times as long as high, with superficial dense puncture. 


Metasoma amblypygous, postpetiole only slightly widened, with indistinct dorsal cari- 
nae, median field superficially rugulose, shining. Second tergite long, 1.25 times as long 
as wide, gastrocoeli slightly impressed, thyridia large, oblique, each about 2.0 times as 
wide as their interval, their interval narrower than the median field of postpetiolus, 
second and third tergites densely and superficially punctured, matte, following tergites 
densely granulated and more or less matte. 

Colour reddish-brown and black. Ivory are stripes on flagellomeres 9-12, small spots on 


clypeus sides, facial and frontal orbits, stripe on outer orbits, collare and upper margin of 
pronotum, subalar ridge and small spot on coxa I. Reddish-brown are head except a 
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blackish central spot on clypeus and blackish occiput, mesoscutum, upper half of prono- 
tum, mesopleura except blackish front part anterior to epicnemia, mesosternum, scutel- 
lum and postscutellum, postpetiole and alle following tergites, sternites and legs includ- 
ing coxae. Blackish are also lower part of pronotum, metapleura and propodeum, petiole, 
coxae above, all trochanteres and trochantelli, tarsi II] and pterostigma.

Taxonomical remark: This new taxon runs to couplet 8: Platylabus 
charlottae HEINRICH in the key published by HEINRICH (1974: 109-112), but differs by 
its long second metasomal tergite and the coloration. 


Platylabus septemcingulatus HEINRICH 1974, new & 


Material (8): Laos, Phongsaly pr., 21°41-2’N 102°06-8’E, 28.v.-20,vi.2003, Phongsaly env., ca. 
1500 m, Vit Kuban leg. (Linz). 


Description: 


Structure largely as described for the female by HEINRICH (1974: 133-134). Body length 
11 mm. Flagellum with more than 34 flagellomeres (tips broken off), first flagellomere 
about 3.5 times as long as wide, malar index about 0.5, Nervulus of front wing slightly 
postfurcal. 


Ivory are mandibles, palps, clypeus, face, malar space, frontal orbits, stripe of outer 
orbits, spot of scape beneath, front and middle coxae, trochanters and trochantelli, color 
otherwise as in females. 


Distribution: Known from Myanmar, new record for Laos. 


Pristicerops principalis HEINRICH 1974, new 3 


Material: NW Vietnam: Tonkin, Hoang Lien N.R. 15 km SW Sa Pa, c 1900 m, 18 15- 
21.x.1999, Malaise traps, C. Van Achterberg, RMNH `99 (Leiden). 


Description: 


Body length 8 mm. Flagellum long, bristle-shaped, with 35 flagellomeres, first flagel- 
lomere (without anellus) about 4 times as long as wide, tyloids on flagellomeres 9-17, 
long-oval to linear, at most 0,8 times as long as their segment, apical flagellomeres sub- 
serrate as typical for the genus. Temples narrowd behind the eyes. Lateral ocelli about 
0.9 times as long as their distance to the eyes, head with small dense puncture, face more 
or less matte. Malar space 0.7 times as long as the width of the mandibular base. 


Mesosoma matte, notauli distinct in the anterior half, mesoscutum with very dense 
puncture. Mesopleura including speculum and metapleura densely punctured, coxal 
carinae distinct. Scutellum moderately elevated, as long as wide, with complete lateral 
carinae. Dentiparal carina of propodeum at outer edge lamelliform elevated, and with a 
tooth-like projection. Hind femur slender, about 4.4 times as long as high, with superfi- 
cial dense puncture. 


Colour blackish-brown. Flagellum black, with ivory rings on flagellomeres 8-15. Ivory 
or yellowish are mandibles, palps, face and clypeus, orbits completely, scape beneath, 
spots on propleura, anterior and upper margin of pronotum, subalar ridge, two sublateral 
longitudinal stripes on mesoscutum, lower half of mesopleura, scutellum and postscutel- 
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lum, carinal triangle, metapleura, area around dentiparal carinae and area posterolateralis, 
apical margins of all tergites, sternites centrally and apically, front and middle coxae and 
trochanters, and hind coxa ventrally and dorsally. Legs otherwise yellowish-red, hind 
femur dorsally and hind tibia apically brown, Middle and hind tarsi brownish-black. 
Pterostigma brown. 


Distribution: Known from Myanmar, new for Vietnam. 


Pristicerops rufithorax nov.sp. 


Holotypus (8): NW Vietnam: Tonkin, Hoang Lien N.R. 15 km SW Sa Pa, c. 1900 m,15- 
21.x.1999, Malaise traps, C. Van Achterberg, RMNH *99" (Leiden). 


Description: 


Body length 8 mm. Flagellum long, bristle-shaped, with 38 flagellomeres, first flagel- 
lomere (without anellus) about 5 times as long as wide, tyloids on flagellomeres 10-17, 
linear, at most 0,8 times as long as their segment, apical flagellomeres sub-serrate as 
typical for the genus. Temples slightly narrowd behind the eyes. Lateral ocellus about as 
long as its distance to the eyes, head with small dense puncture, face more or less matte. 
Malar space 0.7 times as long as the width of the mandibular base. 


Mesosoma matte, notauli distinct in the anterior 1/4, mesoscutum with very dense punc- 
ture, Mesopleura including speculum and metapleura densely rugulo-punctured, coxal 
carinae distinct. Scutellum moderately elevated, as long as wide, with complete lateral 
carinae. Propodeum rugulo-punctured, spiracles elongate (index about 3.0). Area 
superomedia hexagonal, about as long as wide, costulae before the middle, dentiparal 
carina at outer edge lamelliform elevated, but without distinct apophyses. Hind femur 
slender, about 4.5 times as long as high, with superficial dense puncture. 


Postpetiole moderately widened, with indistinct dorsal carinae, median field with very 
fine transversal wrinkles. Second tergite 1.0 times as long as wide, gastrocoeli indistinct, 
thyridia small, oblique, each about 0.7 times as wide as their interval, second and third 
tergites densely and finely rugulo-punctured, matte, following tergites with fine granula- 
tion and more or less shining. 


Colour: Head on mesosoma distinctly tricoloured (yellowish, red and black). Flagellum 
black, with ivory stripes or rings on flagellomeres 10-13. black. Ivory or yellowish are 
mandibles, palps, face and clypeus (malar space brownish), frontal orbits to vertex, stripe 
on outer orbits, scape beneath, anterior and upper margin of pronotum, subalar ridge, 
spot on tegulae, two sublateral spots on hind third of mesoscutum, two small spots on 
mesopleura, scutellum and postscutellum, carinal triangle, spot on metapleura, dentiparal 
carinae and area posterolateralis, apical margins of all tergites, sternites centrally and 
apically, front and middle coxae, trochanters and trochantelli largely. Reddish are tem- 
ples, ocellar area and median frons, mesosoma largely, spots on frontal and middle coxae 
posteriorly, hind coxae largely. Black are occiput behind the occipital carina, margins of 
mesosomal parts, longitudinal spot on center of mesoscutum, areae superomedia, pos- 
teromedia and superoexternae, metasomal tergites, hind trochanter and trochantellus, 
hind femur and hind tibia apically, hind tarsus. Pterostigma brown. 


Q unknown. 
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Paraplatylabus nov.gen. 


The species described below exhibits a characteristic combination of morphological 
features that prevents the incorporation in one of the known genera. In the key of Orien- 
tal Platylabini provided by HEINRICH (1974: 103-107) it runs to no 11: Platylabus and 
Pagarenes, and in the updated key of World Platylabini by TERESHKIN (2009: 1432- 
1437) to Hirtolabus, but differs from these genera in many details (see below). Therefore 
I describe this genus as new. 


Description of Paraplatylabus nov.gen. 


Flagellum long and slender, slightly attenuated beyond the middle, all flagellomeres 
longer than wide. Temples strongly narrowd behind the eyes. Clypeus moderately con- 
vex, its apical border almost straight in center and rounded at its sides. Malar space 0.6 
times as long as the width of the mandibular base. Mandibles as in Platylabus. 


Mesoscutum very densely punctured, slightly shining, notauli impressed anteriorly, but 
shallow, lateral margin of mesoscutum with a triangular elevation between tegula and 
scuto-scutellar groove (as in Platybirmania, but less pronounced), subalar prominence 
sharp, mesopleura longitudinally striate-punctured, metapleura densely punctured, with- 
out coxal carina. Scutellum distinctly elevated, wider than long, with strong lateral cari- 
nae, confluent as a transverse keel in the center. Propodeum punctured, with tooth-like 
apophyses, its spiracles oval about 2.0 as long as wide. Area superomedia hexagonal, twice as 
wide as long, costulae before the middle. Area posteromedia with irregular rugae, shining. 
Coxae with dense rugulose puncture, hind coxa without scopa. Hind femur about 3.6 
times as long as high, with superficial dense puncture. 

Front wing with quadrangular areolet, 2mcu reaching areolet in the middle, nervulus 
postfurcal, nervellus broken in the apical 0.25, median parts of front wing with very 
scattered hairs, the submedian cell almost hair-less. 


Metasoma amblypygous (fig. 7, 9). Petiolus short and strongly flattened, about 1.5 times 
as long as wide, postpetiole strongly widened, almost twice as wide as long and about 0.8 
times as wide as the distance of propodeal apophyses, with roundish spiracles that are 
almost situated on the dorsal side of the first tergite (fig. 8), lateral carina distinct, but 
dorsal carina obsolet, median field with fine and irregular transversal striation. Second 
tergite 0.7 times as long as wide, gastrocoeli and thyridia strongly impressed, thyridia 
large, oblique, each about 2.5 times as wide as their interval (fig. 7), second and third 
tergites densely punctured and granulate, matte, with distinct variolae, following tergites 
with superficial puncture and more or less shining, the seventh tergite with a distinct cen- 
tral nose-like elevation of the apical margin (fig. 9, as in the Palaearctic Platylabus 
histrio WESMAEL). 


The new genus shows the tongue-like elevation of the lateral margin of mesoscutum as 
described for Platybirmanica HEINRICH, but this elevation is less distinct in the new 
genus. The pattern of coloration and the structure of the second tergite resembles 
Platybirmanica acutinota HEINRICH. The new genus differs by its more or less straight 
apical margin of the clypeus, the different form of mandibles and an upper margin of 
pronotum that is not thickened as in Platybirmanica HEINRICH. Also, the structure of the 
the first and seventh metasomal tergites are completely different. The nose-like projec- 
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tion at the apical margin of seventh tergite has only been found in the Palaearctic 
Platylabus histrio WESMAEL so far. From Platylabus WESMAEL the new genus differs by 
the structure of the first metasomal tergite as well as the different colour pattern. 


Type species of this genus is Platylabus vietnamensis new species. 


Paraplatylabus vietnamensis nov.sp. 


Holotypus (ọ): Vietnam: Lan Dong Khan Khoa border, 18-24.4.2010, leg. A. Prokofiev (Coll. 
Riedel). 


Description: 


Q: Body length 9 mm. Flagellum long and slender, slightly attenuated beyond the mid- 
dle, with 37 flagellomeres, first flagellomere (without anellus) about 5.5 times as long as 
wide, the second 4.0 times, first and second flagellomeres combined about 1.1 times as 
long as the eyes. Temples strongly narrowd behind the eyes. Ocelli large, the lateral ones 
about 1.0 times as long as their distance to the eyes, frons smooth and shining, temples 
with fine puncture, face and clypeus with dense and coarse puncture, shining, epistoma 
dull. Clypeus moderately convex, its apical border almost straight. Malar space 0.6 times 
as long as the width of the mandibular base. Mandibles as in Platylabus WESMAEL. 


Mesosomal and metasomal structures and wings as described for the genus. 


Colour black with extensive ivory coloration. Ivory are flagellomeres 8-13, face and 
clypeus, mandibles except teeth, labrum, palps, wide frontal orbits up to the vertex, lower 
3/4 of genae, lower margin of propleurae, frontal and upper margins of pronotum, 
subalar prominene and longitudinal stripe on the lower half of mesopleurae, scutellum 
and postscutellum, carinal triangle and distal half of metapleura and propodeum except 
the black area posteromedia, hind margins of all tergites and sternites, frontal margins of 
tergites 2 and 3, frontal and middle coxae, trochanters and trochantelli, anterolateral spot 
and apical margin of hind coxa, hind trochanter, basal half of hind trochantellus, subbasal 
ring of hind tibia, hind tarsus except the darkened apical segment. Frontal and middle 
femora, tibiae and tarsi reddish, the tibiae on the external sides and tarsi completely dark- 
ened. Pterostigma black.

Zusammenfassung 


Für die vorliegende Arbeiten wurden drei Sammlungen orientalischer Ichneumoninae (Hymenop- 
tera, Ichneumonidae) tiberwiegend aus Laos, Vietnam und Taiwan revidiert. Faunistische Daten 
werden fiir 40 Arten and Unterarten der Tribus Clypeodromini, Listrodromini, Goedartini, 
Compsophorini und Platylabini gegeben, außerdem werden eine neue Gattung und 15 neue Arten 
und Unterarten beschrieben. 

Die neue Gattung ist Paraplatylabus nov.gen. Neue Arten und Unterarten sind: Clypeodromus 
laoticus nov.sp., Clypeodromus rarus nov.sp., Anisobas kankoensis ssp. laoticus nov.ssp., 
Listrodromus flavomaculatus nov.sp., Listrodromus propodealis nov.sp., Listrodromus propodealis 
ssp. sabahensis nov.ssp., Habrojoppa vietnamensis nov.sp., Maraces flavobalteata ssp. 
vietnamensis nov.ssp., Maraces rufothoracica nov.spec., Apaeleticus tonkinesis nov.sp., 
Asthenolabus vietnamensis nov.sp., Platylabus flagellator nov.sp., Platylabus rufomesonotator 
nov.spec., Paraplatylabus vietnamensis nov.sp. und Pristicerops rufithorax nov.sp. 
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Das unbekannte Weibchen von Listrodromus javae HEINRICH und die bisher unbekannten Männ- 
chen von Charitojoppa gracilis HEINRICH, Platylabus septemcingulatus HEINRICH, Pristicerops 
principalis HEINRICH and Notoplatylabus birmanicus HEINRICH werden beschrieben.
